INVESTIGATION INTO 
MID-CHANNEL LOSS. 


From OUR Own CORRESPONDENT. 

LIVERPOOL, Monday. 
Originally built as a steam yacht at Leith, 
and called the Mazeppa; afterwards, as the 
Hiawatha, for a time the property of the late 
Lord Unárlea teresiord, the ss, horre, to 
which the ships name was aiterwards 
changed, was converted in 1917 into a cargo- 
carrying vessel. 

Into the circumstances attending her 
abandonment and subsequent foundering 
while on a voyage from the Kiver Mersey to 
Bantry with a cargo of coal, a formal investi- 
gation ordered by the Board of ‘lrade was 
opened to-day at, Liverpool. The veseel 
belonged to the Janet Steamship Company, 
Ltd., and her registered manager was Mr. 
Harry Coleman, of Birkenhead. 

Mr. A. Buckmnill, who represented the 
Board of Trade, informed the Court that the 
Borre was lost about 1.15 a.m. on September 
23rd last, somewhere betweeri Skerries and 
Point Lynas, on the North Wales coast. ma 
had on d a crew of seven hands, and, 
addition, Captain Johnston (shore captain pe 
the registered owners), and Mr. Bond, 
Superintendent-Engineer, were on board. The 
Borre sailed from Garston fbr Bantry on Sep- 
tember 12th, but as water was discovered to 
be making an entrance to the engine room, 
she put back to the Mersey, was beached, 
pumped out, subsequently drydocked, minor 
repairs effected, and on 22nd September the 
Board of Trade officials sanctioned the con- 
tinuation of the voyage. 

Towards nine o'clock that evening, it was 
reported to the Borre’s master (Captain John 
Edward Bryson) that the vessel wag making 
water, but that the pumps were able to con- 
trol it. Two hours later, the ship having 
continued on its westerly course, the master 
was informed that the water was gaining on 
the pumps, whereu — he ordered the hand- 
pumps to be manne Notwithstanding these 
efforts, however, the ship continued to make 
water, and at one o'clock in the morning the 
crew took to the boats. A quarter of an hour 
later the Borre sank by the stern, and having 
been in the boats for an hour or so, the crew 
were picked up by tbe ss. Miriam Thomas | 
and brought back to Liverpool. 
Up to the present, continued counsel, the 
cause of the casualty had not been satisfac- 
torily explained by those on board, but two | 
theories had been put forward. One was that 
the vessel met with a violent and sudden 
strain, which caused the leakage, the other 
that choking of the pumps was the cause of 
the trouble. It must, however, be remem- 
bered that the vessel had been passed as sea- 
worthy two or three days’ previously, and 
the pumps had also been overhauled and re- 
paired.

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NEWS SUMMARY: 


IRELAND. 


Annasheagh House, the County Louth 
residence of Mr. A. N. Sheridan, Clerk of 
the Crown and Peace, was wrecked by 
armed men with a mine on Sunday night. 

There was great excitement among the 
occupants of the gallery at yesterday’s 
meeting of the Dublin Corporation, and it 
was impossible to proceed with the busi- 
ness for ten or twelve minutes, After the 

meeting shots were heard in the street, 
and it was stated that some persons had 
been arrested. 

Dr. Higgins, father of the Minister 
for Home Affairs, was shot dead by raiders 
in his house near Stradbally on Sunday 
night. The coroner's jury yesterday re- 
turned a verdict of wilful murder against 
persons unknown. 

Six men—four of them shopkeepers— 
in Carrick-on-Suir have been ordered by 
the LR.A. to leave the “South Tipperary 
Brigade” area or suffer “the extreme 
penalty.” 

Commandant Sean Gallagher, of the 
National Army, was fired at when visiting 
Enniscorthy on Sunday evening, but 
escaped injury. 

John Gallagher, a fisherman, was shot 
dead on Saturday evening by a masked 
man who entered his house near Gweedore, 
County Donegal.

There may be some basis íor this 
belief; but it does not explain the extent 
of the improvement. Besides everybody 
who counts in the money market knew 
perfectly well before the first French 
soldier set foot in Essen that the 
operation was doomed to failure. The 
more probable explanation—and even that 
is only partial—lies in the attitude of the 
German Government. Before the Ruhr 
crisis became acute Germany had been 
making preparations for some payment of 
indemnity instalments. To that end her 
busin®ss men, as well as the Government, 
had been buying up foreign currency for 
months, and had accumulated large stocks 
of sterling and dollars, with a view to 
their ultimate despatch into Allied 
treasuries. When the French invaded the 
Ruhr Valley, however, the German 
Government decided stop all pay- 
ments on account of the reparations bill, 
and proceeded aiter some time~to get 
rid of its stock of foreign currencies. 
Dollara and pounds were unloaded on the 
market in return for marks, and naturally 
the increased demand abroad sent the 
price of the mark soaring back to some- 
thing like its old level. The interesting 
feature of the situation, however, is not so 
much the fact that the mark has risen in 
price, but that its rise has created a panic 
among German speculators. Nobody will 
have any sympathy with them. For four

GOVERNMENT THREAT TO

Alderman Alired Byrne, acting as locum 
tenene for the Lord Mayor, presided at a 
special meeting of the Dublin Corporation 
which was held yesterday to consider a notice 
of motion by Sir Andrew Beattie to rescind 
the resolution of the Council passed on the 
‘22nd January approving of a report of the 
Finance and General Purposes Committee 
granting hali-par to the dependents of em- 
ployés in jail or in hospital owing to the dis- 
turbances that had taken place. 

Alderman Sir A. Beattie said that the 
matter had been fully discussed before, and in 
moving the resolutáion he would not trespass 
on the time of the Council. 

Mr. M. J. Moran, in seconding, said that 
for the same reason he did not see any neces- 
sity for discussion. 

r. O'Callaghan, in opposing the motion, 
said that while the Council in May last year 
a a resolution recognising the Provisional 

ernment, if such a motion were proposed 
under the circumstances of the present day 
they would find that the Government, which 
had had more moral authority than physical 
authority, had to-day more physical authority 
to enforce the law. He thought that the 
change was not for the better. One of the 
letters sent to the Council was unprecedented, 
but to send a letier threatening to withdraw 
grants in ald was a power which conid always 
be exercised by the post alien Government in 
preventing Councils from carrying on their 
activities. Dublin Council, like others, had 
eufiered a good deal in that way in recent 
years. The second letter charged those who 
supported the report of the Finance Com- 
mittee with eubsidising the forces of destruc- 
tion. As one who helped to carry the report 
he denied that he was helping the forces of 
destruction. (Hear, hear.) He pointed out 
that owing to the unfortunate circumstances in 
June and July, when business generally was 
suspended, the Council recognised that most 
of the men could not get to their work. Later 
on they agreed to pay all and sundry, whether 
the men were able to show up at their work 
or otherwise. On July 8th it was found that 
there were other employés who did not show 
up at work. He thought there were about 
eight, and, regardless of whether they were 
in the National forces, in hospital or in jail, 
it was the intention of the Committee to pay 
the dependents of all of them half-pay. The 
Committee had anticipated to some extent 
the action of the Commander-in-Chief, who 
called on employers to enable employés to 
devote their activities to the National forces. 
The attitude he (Mr. O'Callaghan) took was 
consistent throughout, and he thought, if they 
recollected the estate of things in June and 
July, they must recognise that it would have 
been impossible for the Committee to take any 
other action, as this was a dispute between 
those who were hitherto brothers in arms. 


PHYSICAL FORCE. 


‘They thought it would not last very long, 
bot, unfortunately, the contrary had been the 
case. In August the resolution was passed in 
favour of the report through the action of 
three Treaty supporters. That did not show 
there was amy intention either then or now of 
subsidising the forces of disorder. As to the 
men in prison, they were there simply as 
suspects—a name not unhonoured in Irish 
history. They were untried and unconvicted, 
although the Courts, military and civil, were 
operating, and until they were tried and 
found guilty he was not going to assume their 
gailt. If they had tted any crmme 
against the nation or society, they should be 
tried and bear the consequences. Until! his

The 
only Government that he could see for this 
country was a Soviet Government.

| subject of a paper read by Professor John 


MacNeill, D.Litt., yesterday, at a meeting 

of the Royal Irish Academy, Dawson street, 

Dublin. Professor Sidney Young, F,R&., 
esided. 

Professor MacNeil! dealt with the localiiy 
named in St. Patrick’s account of the vision 
in which he heard the voices calling him to 
Ireland, and went on to say that the name 
in the Confession was, in the Book oí 
Armagh, Silva Focluti; but in the six other 
manuscripts it took quite different form: 
Until the seventh century no Irish name 
began with “F.”’ and St, Patrick could pot 
have written ‘‘ Focluti.”’ 

Based on the forms in the other manmu- 
scripts, Dr. MacNeil showed grounds’ for 
taking the original, as written by Si. 
Patrick, to have been Silva Uluti, and the 
place indicated to be Coill Utach, Killultogh, 
between Lisburn and Glenavy, in County 
‘Antrim. This explanation, he contended, 
eemoved all the difficulties that had hitherto 
been found in the account of the celebrated 
vision.
